Revenge done in his name 
was a virtue. 

Freedom of thought could not 
exist when to men tun the name of 
the Head ctf State wa s a sin. Con¬ 
stitutional changes were impossible 
since only by the Emperors express 
command oould such a change bo 
made. No one but u prince cf Royal 
blood could interview the divine 
majesty. This put political bought 
in Japan in a straight jacket. 

Even if the Emperor be not driv¬ 
ing there titill is a chance that 
the authority behind him may he 
held as divine by the masses. It 
remains to be seen whether the 
people will release themselves 
from this great myth.
